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Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed 2/1/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicants argues that Joslin neither describes nor suggest a variable heat source. 
The examiner disagrees as claim 4 of Joslin indicates at a certain motor speed the heat is varied 
during a certain time period of operation. The speed of the motor does not vary until a certain 
amount of heat is transferred over a period of time to achieve a temperature. Consequently, the 
reference reads on the claim language. The applicant next argues that nothing in Joslin is 
suggestive of a variable speed blower. The examiner disagrees. Speed is defined as the 
magnitude of a velocity irrespective of direction. The applicant has claimed a variable speed 
source. Variable means subject to change, as in the wind may change direction from one day or 
hour to the next. Consequently, even if the applicant is correct and the blower of Joslin operates 
in one direction at one speed and then another direction at the same speed, Joslin does show a 
variable speed blower. Applicant next argues that Rickard does not describe or suggest varying a 
voltage or current to the heater elements. The examiner disagrees. The triac controls the duty 
cycle of the heater elements. Consequently, power can be on one minute and be off the next. 
Therefore, Rickard shows a varying a voltage or current to the heater elements. 
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
